In another column will be found a brief report 
of Dr. Beecher’s statements respecting the London 
convention. We have there stated one of the diffi- 
culties that oceurred to us while listening to the 
address, and we wish now to name another, pre- 
mising that we do this in no epirit of fault-finding, 
and only with a view to get at the truth. It would 
be very simple in us to give the Alliance a hearty 
advocacy before we have inquired into it, and 
ascertained its main features and probable utility. 

Dr. Beecher stated that the Alliance is a union 
of christians for the sake of union,—that it is de- 
signed and adapted to do away the offence of divis- 
ion. Dr. Beecher will be the last man to stone us 
for raising 2 doubt here. The offence of division 
we have supposed, does not consist in the fact that 
christians judge and fee) differently about the com- 
mon affairs of life, or that they have occasional 
jealousies and coldness, owing to the low state of 
their piety ; but it consists in this, that the differ- 
ent denominations—the great divisions of evangeli- 
cal christians, do many of them unchurch and dis- 
fellowship each other. The Episcopalians deny 
that Presbyterians and Congregationalists have 
either « church or a ministry. The Baptists set 
aside others as unbaptized churches, and will not 
commune with them. Other branches of the church, 
for sundry causes, have also disfellowshipped each 
other, We know not that the members of these 
bodies find it difficult, in this or any other country, 
to meet as individuals, and shake hands, and talk 
and appear like fellow disciples and make up a 
happy occasion. But the trouble has been, and 
the scandal has been, that these denominations, as 
such, have been thrown out of the pale of each 
other’s sympathies, and have been antagonistical,

many are cause and effect of crime, and has also | 
commended this recently established Sabbath | 
newspaper without one word of rebuke. 
2. It is seen in the increase of inteu.perance. | 
Places for the manufacture of drunkenness in- | 
crease. The business is more openly conducted, | 
and in defiance of law. Bands of music are | 
other to call to those | 
avenues of hell. The records of our courts prove | 
that intemperance increases. Pledged men re- | 
lapse. The pledge seems to have lost its power. | 
Years of toil and sacrifice are lost. And the 
burning, fiery flood seems to have broken its 
bounds, and is with fearful surges gaining upon us 
every hour. 
3. Depraved men were never bolder than now. 
Our judges, who are not alarmists, who are not 
orthodox, say so. Murders, robberies, house 
breaking, are deeds of daily occurrence. High- 
way robbery in the streets of Boston at 10 and 11 
oelock at night, is not uncommon. Few feel 
safe ; few leave their homes at dark without some 
fear. 

4. Boys and youth are increasing in boldness 
and crime.

It hovers over the cells of the 
infamous. A moderate criminal enjoys but little 
of its favor. But one of the desperate class 
will be deluged with it, It will be in waiting 
for him at his cell before he enters it; in the 
court it will, if possible, hinder the precess of 
justice. The poor, the diseased, the victim, are 
forgotten. But the vile are cared for. Men 
who were never visited in their innocence, be- 
ome martyrs in their guilt. Let blood be upon 
their hands, and they wil! lack neither society 
nor sympathy. Bad men know this. They know 
how hard it is to get convicted; how easy it is to 
obtain a pardon. Thus law is weakened. Its 
execution is difficult. Restraint is lifted up. 
Crime is encouraged. Ifa man kill his wife, his 
brother, or his mistress, he is in little danger. It 
will be proved that he had a sudden fit of 
insanity; or if that be too stale, a sudden fit of 
somnambulism. He will be let loose to seek 
another victim. We shall soon have among us 
a paradise for rogues; desperate men will be 
invited to our homes, with ample assurance of 
sympathy and protection from such philanthro- 
pista, Soon men will be compe!led to wear arms, 
to protect themselves; thie they will do, if law 
does not protect them. At the door of this non- 
resistance, no capital punishment, no Sabbath, no 
ministry, no church, no law philanthropy, ciekly 
and mieerable as it is, lies this increase of crime, 
so apparent, so awful. A man in New Hamp- 
shire under sentence of death, admitted that when 
he committed the murder he believed that capi- 
tal punishment was abolished! 

3. Cause of juvenile depravity? The root of 
much of this evil is found in the absence of good 
home instruction; and in the attempt made by 
those who have influence over the young, to mend 
the legislation of God. Modern reformers have 
taken the education of youth under their special 
care. Men, wise above that which is written, 
have made common schools the theatre of their 
experiments and labors. The endis worthy of the 
toil. Throwing themselves across the word of 
God they practically oppose its lessons, They 
deny th® propriety of an early religious training ; 
they ridicule, as well as forbid, the use of the 
rod. They would take the Bible away from 
our youth, save such portions as they may think 
proper to place in their hands. 

An effort has been made, and that too with 
some success, to do three things with our com- 
mon schools. 1. To get out of them the Bible 
and all religious instruction. 2. To abolish the 
use of the rod, and all correction, but a little talk.

The Seamstress, or the Value of Labor. 


Mrs. T—— was left a widow with several 
small children. She could think of no way 
_— a living for them but by her needle; 

asshe was a neat sewer, she hoped to get 
work, and earn food and scant at 
least. She applied to several, and was still 
without the means of earning a dollar, when 
her last one was spent. Just at this sad mo- 
ment, the fact of her destitution becoming 
more known, Mrs. ‘T—— sent for her. 

After she is seated the following conver- 
sation ensues : 

‘Can you do plain sewing?’ 

*Yes, ma’am, as well as most persons.’ 

‘What is your price for fine shirts?’ 

*I hav’nt set any price yet, but I will work 
as low as any one.’ 

‘But you know that to get work, you will 
have to do it a little lower than ordinary.’ 

‘Well, ma'am, Lam in want, and I will 
work at almost any price.’ 

‘I suppose you will make fine shirts for a 
quarter |’ 

‘Yes, ma'am.’ 

‘And calico dresses for the same?’ 

*Yes, ma'am.’ 

‘Well that’s reasonable.’ 

‘Boy's common shirts you will not charge 
over eleven pence for?’ 

‘No, ma’am !’ 

‘That's reasonable, and I'll do all I can 
for you. It gives me pleasure to help the 

. Come down to-morrow, and I'll have 
some work ready for you.” The widow de- 
parted. 

‘Well, wife,’ said Mr. T——, when he 
saw the woman depart, ‘at what price will 
she work?’ 

‘At just balf what Miss R. charges.’ 

‘Well, that’s something like. It gives me 
pleasure to befriend any one who is willing 
to work at a reasonable price. Why, this 
will save us almost a dollar a week the year 
round. 

*Ves. it will so; and if I keep her at it, or 
some one else, at the same price for a year, 
you'll let me hare a fifiy dollar shawl, won't 
you? 

‘Yes, if you wantit’ =, 

‘Well, 1’ll do my best. It’s shameful what 
some of those seamstresses do charge.’ 

Boys’ shirts, at twelve and a half cents, 
were her first pieces of work. Two of these 
by hard work she managed to get done in a 
day. 

Next morning she was up early, though 
her head ached badly, and she was taint and 
weak from having sat so steadily through the 
whole of the preceding day. Her children 
were taken up, washed and dressed, her 
rooms cleaned and a scanty meal of mush 
and milk prepared for the litle ones; and a 
cup of tea for herself. Her own stomach re- 

fused the food, of which ber children partook 
with keen appetites, and she could only 
swallow a few mouthfuls of dry stale bread. 

lt was near ten o'clock when she got fairly 
down to work, her head still aching and al- 
most blinding her. Some how or other she 
could not get on at all fast, and it was 
past the usual dinner-hour before she 
finished the first garment. 

Afier dinner, Mrs.—— worked hard,and in 
much bodily pain and misery, to finish the 
other shirt, im which the last stitch was taken 
at nine o'clock at night. 

Soon afier breakfast the next day, she took 
the shirts home to Mrs. T——, her thought 
mostly occupied with the comfortable food 
she was to buy her children with the half 
dollar she hed earned. For it was a sad 

truth, that she had laid out her last half 
lar for the meal with whieh she was 
mish for her little ones, 

After examining every seam, every hem, 
and every line of stitching, Mrs. T—— ex- 
pressed approbation of the work; and hand 
ed the poor woman a couple of fine shirts to 
make for Mr. T—— and « calico dress for 
herself. She did not offer to pay her for the 
work she had done; afier lingering a few 
moments, Mrs. —— ventured to hint that 
she would like to have a part of what she 
had earned. 

“O, dear | I never pay- 
their bills amount to five dollars. It is so 
troublesome to keep account of small sums. 
When you have made five dollars, | will pay
